Tuberculosis Institute in 
California 

The twelfth session of the Institute 
for Tuberculosis Workers conducted 
by Mr. Jacobs will be held this year 
at Los Angeles, Cal. The Institute 
will be under the auspices and in con- 
junction with the Southern Section of 
the summer school of the University 
of California. The course will open on 
June 27 and will close on July 14. 

The Institute will deal with methods 
and programs of tuberculosis work as 
a basic text for study and discussion. 
Mr. Jacobs’ new book entitled, “The 
Tuberculosis Worker,” will be used. 
Among the subjects to be treated at 
the Institute are the following: edu- 
cational methods, organization meth- 
ods, dispensary methods, open-air 
school methods, surveys, nursing 
methods, institutional methods, co- 
operation with city and state officials, 
medical basis of tuberculosis program, 
programs of local work, programs of 
state work, national programs, relation 
of tuberculosis programs to other 
forms of social work, and the psychol- 
ogy of community organization. The 
last day and a half of the course will 
be devoted to a special Institute on 
Modern Health Crusade methods.

Enrolment in the Crusade Institute 
is, however, not limited to those 
enrolled in the first institute. There 
is no limitation on the number who 
may take the institute other than the 
general conditions obtaining for sum- 
mer work at the university. 

The institute will be conducted by 
Mr. DeForest and Miss Dansdill. 
There will be sessions Friday morning 
and afternoon, and Saturday morning. 
The general method of instruction 
will be by lecture and class discussion.

How They Do It 


Kentucky 


Montgomery County is in_a moun- 
tainous Salen of Kentucky. The people 
there are very destitute. But the Cru- 
sade was organized and has taken hold 
of the children and parents with amaz- 
ing rapidity. Too poor to purchase 
toothbrushes, the children were discov- 
ered by Miss Florence Wallingford, pub- 
lic health nurse of that county, to be 
cleaning their teeth with bits of clean 
rags. Touched by such enthusiasm amid 
almost insurmountable handicaps, the 
Tuesday Club in Mt. Sterling donated 
toothbrushes to the Crusaders. One of 
the local stores gave them handker- 
chiefs, and the nurse secured free sam- 
ples of Colgate’s toothpaste. 


Montana 


Superintendent A. A. Wood of the 
Culbertson Public Schools whose pupils 
are all Crusaders, recently received a 
letter from Dr. C. J. Munch, county 
health officer, which illustrates the bene- 
ficial effect that the movement may have 
on an entire community. 

“I wish to congratulate the Culbert- 
son Schools on the excellent results 
brought about by the educational health 
service which they are now receiving 
and I appreciate the ready response 
given the board of health by school of- 
ficials. I wish to point out the fact that 
the schools have not been closed at any 
time during the past three years on ac- 
count of contagious diseases, a problem 
of much concern to health officers and 
one which has been relieved by the in- 
telligent cooperation of the Culbertson 
parents, pupils and teachers.” 


New York 


In Columbia County the local tu- 
berculosis committee offered prizes to 
the school children for the best com- 
position on the Health Crusade. The 
essay which won first place was written 
by Thomas Braun, District No. 3, Tag- 
hanic, New York. A portion of it is 
reprinted in part below as an inspiration 
to Crusaders elsewhere. 

“The army is in battle array with Gen- 
eral H. Crusade at the head.

Child Health Publications 


Early in February the last annual 
report of the Child Health Organiza- 
tion will be ready for distribution. 
This year it takes the form of an old 
almanac. Each month has a page on 
which are given one or more “his- 
torical events,” a quotation from some 
one significant letter received, and 
statistics for the month. Following 
the twelve months comes the narra- 
tive report, and the financial state- 
ment. 

Counting out the annual report, the 
last thing to be printed bearing the 
name of the Child Health Organiza- 
tion was a four-page “Outline for 
Health Poster Making in Schools.” 
This offers some suggestions on how 
to use this activity in connection with 
other health teaching, as well as ad- 
vice on subject-matter and technique. 
Methods of conducting a health poster 
contest are given, and the Poster Ex- 
change Service of the Organization 
described.

scholars, and so on. The speaker 
should be well known to the general 
public, as, for example, a popular ac- 
tor, a baseball player, or a man or 
woman so prominent professionally or 
socially, that almost everyone will 
recognize the name. 

As to the topic, while it should in- 


clude mention of the tuberculosis cam- 


paign and the tuberculosis organiza- 
tion, a talk is certain to have a far 
greater and more interested audience 
if the word tuberculosis be left out ot 
the title and if the subject-matter 
deals with general health. There are, 
of course, times when this rule does 
not apply, as, for instance, during the 
seal sale. 

The radio may now be at the height 
of its popularity, and he is a wise ex- 
ecutive who takes advantage of the 
fad, if such it is, as a publicity medium 
for his campaign. The National Tu- 
berculosis Association has had a 
broadcasting privilege in New York 
for more than a year and will be glad 
to make suggestions in regard to 
topics for talks upon request.

January “Delineator.” 


Federal Reorganization 


The Journal of the A. M. A. reports 
the recent meeting and announced 
plans for federal reorganization of 
health activities as follows: 

On Wednesday, January 17, a con- 
ference was held in thevoffice of Brig.- 
Gen. C. E. Sawyer, physician to Presi- 
dent Harding and chief coordinator of 
the federal Board of Hospitalization, 
to consider plans for the coordination 
of the health activities of the federal 
government. 

According to the plan submitted by 
General Sawyer, the proposed depart- 
ment will be known as the Depart- 
ment of Education, Health and Wel- 
fare, with a secretary who is to be a 


_cabinet officer at its head, and an as- 


sistant secretary. The plan calls for 
the creation of a bureau of education, 
a bureau of health, a bureau of social 
service and the Veterans’ Bureau, 
each with a director-general at its 
head. It is to be expected, of course, 
that the secretary, and possibly the 
officer next in rank, the assistant sec- 
retary, will, because of their rank and 
their relation to the determination of 
the policies of the government, change 
with each administration. The several 
director-generals, however, are to be 
the technical heads of the bureaus, and 
as more or less permanent officers to 


preserve continuity of policy and ad- 
ministration. The plan calls for no 
enlargement or reduction in the activ- 
ities of the several branches of the 
federal government now engaged in 
work in the lines of activities to be in- 
corporated in the new department. It 
is proposed that the various agencies 
of the federal government (except 
those within the army and navy) re- 
lating to health, education, social ser- 
vice and the rehabilitation of veterans 
be transferred to the new executive 
department, each to carry with it its 
present powers, appropriations and 
personnel, intact. It was suggested 
that the prospect was never better 
than now for the establishment of 
medicine as a fixed unit, associated 
with other departments of the gov- 
ernment, providing in a most satisfac- 
tory and effective way for carrying out 
the highest ideals of modern medicine. 
An executive committee to carry for- 
ward the work of the conference was ap- 
pointed by the chairman, consisting of 
Drs. Fitzpatrick, Olin and Woodward. 


From Arizona to Santa Barbara 
by Motor 


Mr. T. C. Cuvellier, Executive Sec- 
retary of the Arizona Anti-Tuberculosis 
Association, 717 Heard Building, Phoe- 
nix, is planning to motor from Phoenix 
to Santa Barbara if he can find three 
additional passengers to take the trip 
with him and contribute their share to 
the expense of tires, gas and car depre- 
ciation. 

The trip will be across the desert, in- 
cluding a stretch of 92 miles with only 
one water-hole en route. Overnight 
stops will sometimes be made in loca- 
tions away from towns in primitive camp 
fashion and most of the meals will be 
camp-prepared. At least one meal a day, 
however, can be had at hotels en route. 
The trip will take three days, and the 
start should be made about five o’clock 
Saturday morning, June 16th, arriving 
at Santa Barbara on the afternoon or 
evening of the 18th, thus allowing one 
day rest before the Annual Meeting. 
June is the best month in which to cross 
the desert, as the weather will be warm, 
but not excessively hot as it is later in 
the summer. 

Members who are interested in mak- 
ing the trip across the desert in this way 
are requested to communicate direct with 
Mr. Cuvellier at the address given above.

The Chicago Tuberculosis Institute 
has devised an interesting scheme for 
supplying tooth powder and _ tooth 
brushes at a low cost to school-chil- 
dren. The Institute buys the powder 
wholesale, and puts it up in pound 
boxes so that the nurses can take from 
the office as much at a time as they 
desire. The powder consists of precipi- 
tated chalk, colored pink and flavored 
with wintergreen. Small bamboo 
tooth brushes and bottles with a 
sprinkler top, which can be refilled by 
the nurse, are also sold. The supplies 
are handled through the nurses’ 
agency.
